THE NEWS. 



The Easlcn inlelliyanco received yester- 
day gives us dates to tbo 24th. The most 
important pat t of iho news is the account ol 
a heavy engagement which look place two 
miles south of .Petersburg, on tho Weldou 
railroad. The battlo commenced on Friday 
the 1 ill insl., when Iho Fedoruls, who had 
previously taken possession of the railway, 
were completely surprised, many of them 
being in their tents to escape the rain. We 
have no estimnto of the Confederate loss ; 
but upwards of 1,500 of tho Northern troops 
were taken prisoners, and 1,500 are pal down 
in the list of the killed and wounded. Tho 
Federals ware drivem back, according to the 
Sootbern accounts, two milos, and sustained 
a peculiarly heavy loss in tfficers. Reinforce- 
ments, however, came up, and the (Jonfeder- 
alas in llieir turn were obliged to retreat, leav- 
ing, according to Northern slatemeuls, a large 
number of dead and wounded on the field. 
The plaeo was again taken and hold by the 
Federals. Lee, however, was determined on 
driviig the enemy from his intrenched posi- 
tion on this important line of Southern sup- 
ply, ned a seeond advance was ordered on 
Salurday night or Sunday morning. The 
Federals wore this lime prepared for the as- 
saull, and maintained their ground success- 
fully, lLo Confederates losing heavily in their 
attack. The latent accounts leave the rail- 
way in the possession of the Union troops, 
and state that the Confederate General Hill 
was mortally wounded in the Sunday's en- 
gagement. 

This contest to the south of Petersburg, 
while showing that Grant has no intention of 
relinquishing his position around Iho city, also 
indicates the importance which Leo attaches 
to the Weldou railway. The line from Pe- 
tersburg to Richmond, the telegrams inform 
us, is protected by nearly the hall of Loe's 
Virginian army ; and we have no reason to 
doubt the assertion, for with Grant of! Deep 
Bottom and Dutch Gap, on tho James river, 
this position of tho Confederates gives them 
the greatest facilities for massing their 
troops on the moot vulnerable) points of the 
approaches to the Southern capital. On the 
other hand, however, Grant's position between 
the two cities is impregnable. With a line 
of intrenchments extending from the 
bgnu of tho river at Deep Bottom, to 
tho opposile bend at which Butler is con- 
■truoting or has constructed the canal, and 
with tho gunboats commanding this portion 
of the river, ton or fifteen thousand men 
would hold the place against the whole Con- 
federate urmy. From this point Richmond 
and Petersburg can be menaced at almost 
a few hours' notice, while the bulk of Grant's 
army can be spared lor other operations. 
Wa may, therefore, expeot in a few days to 
hear of some new demonstrations on tho part 
of the Northern commander. 

From the Shenandoah, tho intelligence is 
conflicting and confused. Skirmishes have 
taken place near Martiusburg and Charles- 
towu in tho northern part of the valley ; but 
nothing decisive has taken place. One 
thing is evident, the Southern troops 
seem to be much more skilfully handled 
than their opponents ; for wo hour of 
nothing on the Northern side but 
alow advances and hasty retreats. It is 
rather strange that theBe two armies, North 
and South, numbering collectively little short, 
wo dare say, of eighty thousand men should 
ba flitting about to so little purpose, in the 
best " fighting ground " of Virginia. How- 
ever, it is a welcomo relief, alter iho bloody 
contests in other parts of the land, to read ol 
the harmless engagements of the Shenan- 
doah. 

From Georgia wa have news of a battle 
having taken place, in which six hundred of 
the Confederates surrendered; and also a ru- 
mor of tho death of the Confederate gene- 
ral Hood, who commands at Atlanta ; 
bn< the paragraph is even tnoro than usually 
imperfect. From Mobile there is nothing ef 
importance. Tho full investment of Fort 
Morgan had taken place, and it was supposed 
tho garrison would be obliged shortly to ca- 
pitulate. 

From Europe, we have not much uf inter- 
est. Louis Napoleon, it is asserted by the 
London correspondent ol the Now Tork 
Herald, has declared that ho will not recog- 
nise the South even if she docs obtain her 
independenco. unless she abolishes slavery. 
While believing that few European Powers 
would recognize the South, unless under 
Borne guarantee of the abulition of the inhu- 
man traffic, wo are nevertheless disposed to 
put but littlo faith in tho gossiping stories of 
tho New York Herald's correspondence. 
Desperate rioting had occatred in Belfast, 
but whether through political causes or those 
ro ,; gious ititipathios which are handed down 
every year by " the glorious Twelfth," the 
curt telegram refuses tc declare.

Mr. Green appeared for plaint'tft and Mr. 
Bishop for defendant. 

Mr. Green opened the case for the plaintiff, 
and proceeded lo oxamine Dr. DeWolf. VVitc 
neH.x had carried on the practice ot medicine 
in Victoria; also kept a balh-uouso j attend- 
ed the deeeused John Wood ; wa3 invited by 
one of tho'deoensed'j follow- ictors to call on 
him at his lodgiius, where I round bim very 
sick ; told him the nature of his disease ; ha 
fluid he was unable to walk, sit, i?leop, or do 
any Ihiug ; 1 told him it was necessary lor 
him to remove to my house to got the full 
benefit of my services, sa l tho reintdiis 
which could not be well administered else- 
where ; he came to my house in a carriage ; 
he had to be dressed and nud r eased by my- 
self and assistants, and curried like a child 
to his bath ; ho soon began to improve, and 
in 3 weeks was able to bo about, hut remain- 
ed with me 9 weeks on my persuasion, to 
keep him clear of the Influences which were 
destroying his life; at the end of thai time 
Mr. Ward the theatrical manager called on 
bim and took him out, and ho returned des- 
perately in eiioated. Ho noxt day told me 
that he wished to remove to McDoncll't chop 
house, so he settled my account, promising to 
pay me tho balance as soon as he could. I 
next snw him ul Iho Boomerang ; Mr. Potter 
asked mo to go and see if anything could be 
dono for him ; this was tho first time I ever 
was at the Boomerang ; 1 don't visit sucn 
places, unlets forced to do so ; I was e induct- 
ed to a back upper room where Mr. Wood 
lay; the room was destitute of convenience 
or comfort, no bed, no lire ; ha lay un the 
baru floor with a chair turned upside down 
for his pillow ; his clothes from the nppoar- 
iinoe ot the dirt bad been unchanged lor 3 or 
-1 weeks; Mr. Wood told me he wai unable 
to move even his hand lo his head, and had 
been sullering agony lot nvo weeks, obtain- 
ing reliel only from taking morphine pills, 
wh".ch I told him was wrong ; he promised 
mo not to drink il I would take him to my 
house ; 1 went lo Mr. Gritlin and asked him 
to have deceased removed lo my house, but 
he said ho would have nothing to do with him; 
I then went to Mr. Totter who hud him 
brought to my house that night ; 1 then con- 
tinued to treat hiin as I had done lornieily, 
and he improved rnpidly for 3 weeks being 
then ablo to sit up hall a day and read his 
paper, nnd walk about his room; his sickness 
was much worso than before and it took three 
of us to uudro^s him and give him his bnths ; 
my charge '.van the same as previously, viz . 
850 per week for everything that ha could 
possibly need, and that money anil friendship 
could procure, not 10 per cent of the usual 
physician's fees for deling a pnlso o.- eiamin 
ing a patient, the esla'e owes mo S270 of 
which I have not received a farthing. 

Cross examined by Mr. Bishop— 1 kept no 
books, only a memorandum (memo book 
produced) the bill o[ elmrges I sent in is 
partially a copy of my memorandum; the mo- 
mo was sometimes in pencil, sometimes in 
blue ink, sometimes in black. I supposo I 
know what fever is. 

Mr. B— How do you spell fever ' 
Witness— 1 don't know that I am being ex- 
amined for tcueher for a primary school; I 
won't answer your question unless the dudge 
oi ders me 1 

Mr. B. — Well, well, you are no educated 
man, how do you spell medicine ? 

Witness— 1 shall not answer the questions 
unless the judge ordors me; you must bo 
very hard put for a case, if you have lo resort 
to such questions. 

Mr. Bishop— Your lordship, I must atk 
you to compel tho witness to answer my 
questions. 

Tho Chief Justice— Tho questions nro en- 
tirely irrelevant, and noed not bo answered. 

Witness continued— I think a benefit was 
given deceased previous to his last sickness; 
the nighj ho was brought to my housa, the 
benefit took place. Tho benefit was to en- 
able him to pay his debts; ho told me the 
proceeds of tho benefit were S275, which was 
nil swallOK-ed up in paying bills except $17. 
I said in my evidence at tho inques that I 
took deceased to my bosom as a Iriond and a 
brother; I anticipated to be paid liberally for 
my expenditure; the third ilem in the second 
bill, is attendance bv Mr. DeWolfe. 
Mr. B — Who is Mrs. DsWelfe ? 
Witness— Am I obliged to answer that 
question ! 

The Bench decided the question was per- 
tinent. 

Witness— I was legally married in Olym- 
pia, before a respectable audience and four 
witnesses, and it was published in tho papers. 

Mr. Bishop— (referring to the hill of par- 
ticulars)— Do you charge 82 for a poultice 
for the deceased man's heel ?

Witness— Yes, to tail tho truth, the whole 
truth, aud not bo choked oil' lo suit your 
convenience (laughter). 1 thiult likely 1 
staled to the Coroner's jury thpt 1 gavo him 
an omotic, because I did do bo; I very likely 
said tho emetic was composed of a certain 
powder; part of that was lobelia. 1 am not 
on examination for causing Ihe death oi 
John Wood. 

Air. Bishop — I ohargo yon with unskilful 
prnetice. My lord, 1 appeal to you lo be 
sustained in my questions. 

His Lordship— There arc no charges 
against tho witness; this is a civil action, 
and these questions ara nol to Ihe point. 

Mr. Bishop — lo witness— Did you give de- 
ceased any powders 7 

Ans. — Yes; I gavo hiin several ponders. 
I havo givon 700 such powders, and Mr. 
Wood was the 150th patient of mine who 
died by bis own hands. 

Mr. Bish -Do yon know what ipecac 
is ! 

Ans.— Tes; I'd Jike to give you soma ! 
(lnii?htrr ) 

Mr. Bishop— You've no ri iit to muke such 
anewars to me as a lawyor ; if you go into 
such romarks I'll givo you enough of It '. 
Witnein — I'm on hand ' 
Mr. Bishop — Do you know Taylor's medi- 
cal jurisprudence ' 

Wilness — I dou't know, or read ihe works 
of any of theso quacks. 

Mr. Bishop — Is not lobelia a poison ! 
An.3. — It is ft harmless and effectual medi- 
cine. 

(j ucg ,_How did you give John Wood his 
lobelia? 

Ans.— I measured it in a teaspoon; 1 try 
'he medicine on myself first, and il all the 
other doctors whom you havo brought up 
against mo to-day did ilia same, there would 
bo many fewer of them (laughter). 

Mr. Bishop— Bid you know Dr. Forbes '! 
Ans-- Yos ; ho was a gentleman, for an 
old school practitioner— and few of them aro 
such ! (laughter., 

Mr. Bishop— Is lobelia t ronton ? 
Ans. — It is n good medicine. 
Ques.— Is arsenio a poison 7 
Ans.— It is so considered, but lobelia is not 
ihe same. 

Ques.—Did you lako John Wood in as a 
brother actor'! 

Xu» .—Oh 1 dear, no! 1 am only an 
amaleiir actor ; I played Win.

Mr. Bishop addressed tho jury for the de- 
fonce, stating that he had shown that his 
olienl was never indebted, that there had 
been unskilful treatment on the part of Ihe 
plaintiff, that the charges were exoosoive. He 
called intention to the bad spelling of the 
plaiiilUr, and to bin low opiuion uf the must 



coUbraled medioal wriUrj, showing that ho 
himself was merely nu empiric— a quack. 
He would call attention to the evasive auswers 
ol Ihe plaintiff, nnd to his acknowledged uso' 
nl' lobelia, u poison whose use had been dis- 
continued by enlightened medical men. He 
would show from the Coroner's inquest evid- 
uuce that the tieaunent had been. wholly bad. 
He would also call the attention of tho jury- 
to the erasures and interlineations in the 
memorandum book, which was the only book 
kepi by the plaintiff, and to tho extravagant 
charge's made against deceased. After road- 
ing an extract frtm a medical work, con- 
demning the use of lobelia, as a dangerous 
narcotic irritant, much used by quaoks in 
England and the Unitod States, Mr. Bishop 
called , , ,. 

Dr, Dovle,M.U.O.S.who testified that lobelia 
was a prohibited drug in Englaod and neve - 
used by regular practitioners ; ho would nut 
havo prescribed looelia to a person under the 
effects of morphino ; hod heard of vinegar be- 
ing used as an antidote to morphino; vinegar 
taken alter an overdose of morphia— not 
morphine— would render it more soluble and 
more dangerous ; would not prescribe vinegar, 
lobelia and a warm bath for a patient suffer- 
ing frum morphia. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gieen — Had sovcr 
seen a person Buffering from lobelia; did not 
see John Wood in his last illness; did not 
think vinegar would nlfect morphia 20 hours 
after the hitter was administered. $f> u day 
is not an excessive charge under t he ciroum- 
slunees. 

Dr. Hoggin, examined by Mr. Bishop- 
Saw John Wood at ibo lima of his death ; 
haidly recollected what treatment Dr. De- 
Wolfe had said he had practiced ; ho (wit- 
ness) would not havo adopted tho treatment 
followed by Dr. DeWolfe; lobelia is used by 
the Boiauioal School of medicine ; it is n 
viilent emetic, narcotic and depressing in its 
effects; witness' knowledge of lobelia was 
too limited to state its effects ; he had never 
usod il. Tho charges were not excessive ul 
S5 pxr day. 

Cross-emrained by Mr. Green— Did not 
know anything about the churgos of bath- 
houses. Sauguinuriu would have a counter- 
acting effect to lubolia ; two teaspoonsfull ol 
snnguinaria ipecac and lobalia would havo 
a different effect from lobelia uloue ; mor- 
phia would liu dissolved in the stomach in 
24 hours, and vinegar would have no e float 
on it after that lime ; the cold waler on the 
head was very proper, and would rounteract 
the effects of'the tepid bath lor Ihe extremi- 
ties. 

Dr. Dickson, examined by Mr. Bishop— 
Had beensabpetuaed to produce the deposi- 
tions, but declined to do so, ns ho lound it 
was Lot compulsory on him to do Bo in civil 
cases, and he did not wish to establish a 
precedent, j 
Mr. Green objected to the production oN 
the depositions. 

His lordship deoidod that tho depositions 
could not be read. 

Examination oonlinued— There is no nn- 
tidoto to morphine, nothing but the stomach 
pump; witness confirmed ihe evidenco ol 
Drs. Davie and Baggie, nnd agread will] 
tho description of lobelia given in Taylti's 
medical jurisprudence. 

The couit hero adjourned for an hour. 

Afternoon Session. 
Mr. Green, solicitor for tho plaintiff, Blated 
to the court that he had thrown up the case 
from circumstances which hud occurred dur 
ing the adjournment of the court. [Wo learn 
that the ciruumstaneos alluded to were the 
desire of the plaintiff, Dr. DeWolfe. to nd- 
dress the court in his own behalf, and his 
determination to have a tling al the gentle- 
men of the medical professina who had g.ven 
ovidence against him. — Rep.] 

Mr. Bishop called Benjamin (Jrifiin (the 
administrator of deceased's estate), who tes- 
tified that deceased had a bod and bedding, 
washstand, &.C., in his room ; ha had always 
kindly treated deceased, who was an old 
friend. 

Cross-examined by Dr. DeWolfe— Did not 
remembor il he had been in deceased's 
room every day ; Wood was no lod^sr of 
mine ; spoke to Sieberst to get him what 
necessaries ho wanted ; the impression on 
mv mind from Dr. Forbes' evidence was that 
you hud not treated doiin Wood pioperly ; 
Wood was a very sick man and Hooded bet- 
ter quarters than he had in my room ; that 
room wus however better than any 1 saw in 
ynur house. (Laughter.) I instructed Mr. 
Bishop not to recognize your claim ; I con- 
sidered Mr. Sicbersi Mr. Wood's servunt, 
and Mr. Wood was respomibli for him ; Mr. 
Wood had not a dollar for somo time bolorc 
his death ; ho paid for Sieborst when he had 
money. 

The cross-examination was continued at 
some length, eliciting Irom tho witness the 
complaint that he was tired and would like 
to sit down. 

Dr. DeWolfe remarked that a little stand 
ing exoroiso was good for a fleshy man. 
( Laughter.) 

Witness— Thank you I 1 would prefer not 
to try any of //our advice (laughter).
